Law Governing Cream Sales. 
In 1919 the legislature enacted a 
law governing the buying of cream 
but It has never been very well en­ 
forced. However, President White­ 
hurst of the state board of agricul­ 
ture has determined to change this 
policy and insist on strict compli­ 
ance with the law. He points out 
that owing to careless grading Ok­ 
lahoma cream and butter have not 
ranked as first clam with the re­ 
sult that the price of the Oklahoma 
product has been from 2 to 6 cents 
below 
that of other states. 
His 
idea is that by enforcing the law 
cream producers will be forced to 
bring their product up to standard 
and will then receive 
a 
better 
price for it. The law applying to 
creameries and cream buyers is es­ 
pecially rigid and they have no 
choice but to refuse to accept cream 
below the second class. Following 
Is the text of a pamphlet issued by 
Mr. Whitehurst on the subject: 
On and after April 15, 1923, all 
cream purchased 
by 
creameries, 
either directly or through 
cream 
stations, must be graded, as speci­ 
fied by the Laws of Oklahoma. 
Abstract from the Laws of Okla­ 
homa. 
Section 7. 
On and after October 
I, 1919, all sour cream purchased 
by cream stations, creameries or 
their agents or representatives shall 
be purchased by grade. The regu­ 
lar price quotation for sour cream 
shall be for first grade, and sec­ 
ond grade cream shall be paid for 
on a basis of three cents (3) per 
pound butterfat lass 
than 
first 
grade cream. 
Section 3. 
Cream shall be grad­ 
ed in three (3) classes ag follows: 
First grade cream shall consist of 
ereip that is dean and palatable 
to the taste, has no desirable od­ 
or, is free from curd and lumps 
and w hin is sweet or slightly sour, 
having iesa than furty-hundredths 
of one per cent (.40% ) acidity from 
October 1st to March 30th inclu­ 
sive, and less than fifty-hundredths 
of one per cent (.50% ) 
acidity 
from April 1st to .September 30th 
inclusive, first grade cr aam shall 
test 
over 
twenty-five 
percent 
(25% ) butterfat. 
Second grade cream shall consist 
of cream too sour to grade as 
first, but which Is clean and palat­ 
able,. having no bad odors. It may 
be slightly curdy or lumpy. It may 
teat tem than twenty-five per cent 
(25% ) butterfat. 
Third grade cream shall consist 
of cream which when offered for 
sale is stale, yeasty, 
foamy 
or 
cheesy, or cream which is musty, 
dirty, putrid or otherwiee object­ 
ionable as food product. The sale 
of such cream shall be considered 
unlawful and must not be accepted 
by any creamery company or their 
agent*, operators or representatives. 
Cream buyers and cream produc­ 
ers must co-operate with the cream­ 
eries and State Board of Agricul­ 
ture to have cream properly graded. 
Good butter can not be made 
from second grade cream. Oklaho­ 
ma butter has never been and Is 
not now a good standard first class 
butter, We must improve the gener­ 
al quality of cream go that our 
creameries can make butter which 
is not criticised on the general mar­ 
ket. 
A poor quality of cream Is an 
economic loss to dairymen and farm­ 
ers. Better cream will mean better 
butter and better prices for cream. 
Common Defects in Cream. 
The common, undesirable flavors 
and odors of cream which trouble 
the creamery in making good but­ 
ter are as follows: 
Weedy Cream (second grade) — 
Cow* eating onions, gaelic or other 
st rot* flavored plants. Cows can 
be kept off-the pasture. 
Oily Cream (Third grade)—Flav­ 
or of kerosene, gasoline or ma­ 
chine oil. Cream must not be set 
to a room near such oils. Carleas- 
nese in oiling the separator may be 
the cause. 
Cheesy Cream 
(Third grade)— 
Holding cream at a high tempera­ 
ture and too long causes it to be 
lumpy and cheesy. 
Greasy Cream (Second grade)— 
Smells aud tastes like tallow' or 
lard. Unclean separators, cans and 
buckets causes this condition. 
Bitter Cream (Second or third 
grade)—Cream has, been held too 
long at a low temperature. A win­ 
ter trouble. 
Yeasty Cream (Second or third 
grade)—Smells like yeast aand is 
foamy. 
Unclean 
separators 
and 
utensils, dust and dirt, high tem­ 
perature. 
Stale or 
Musty Cream 
(Third 
grade)—-Ill-smelling and bad odor. 
Cream is beld too long, or kept In, 
a poorly ventilated cellar or cave. 
Metallic Cream (Second or third 
grade)—Caused by rusty separators, 
cans and milk buckets. Do not use 
a galvanised bucket for milking. 
Kitchen and cellar Flavor Cream 
(Second grade)—flavor* and odors 
cd potatoes, cabbage, ban con. etc. 
Very Sour cream (Second grade) 
—If sourness resembles vinegar, it 
Hakea tour butter. 
Besides the above flavors and 
odors there are many others which 
cause cream to be second grade 
or even third grade. These bad 
A aron a a l odor* cannot Im n - 
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moved by any creamery. Bad butter 
and a loss in price is the result. 
How to Produce Good First Grade 
Cream. 
Clean milking* 
clean, 
scalded 
buckets, can and separators; prompt 
cooling of the cream, frequent stir­ 
ring of the cream 
keeping 
the 
stock can of cream as cool aa pos­ 
sible and delivery of 
the 
cream 
more frequently 
(three 
times 
a 
week in summer and twice in wint­ 
er) will usually assure first grade 
cream. 
A cream testing 35% to 40% 
is more desirable than a thinner 
or a richer cream. Cream must test 
25% or over in order to be first 
grade. 
In the summer, the cream can 
should be set in water, the water, 
changed three times a day or oft­ 
ener. Keep cream as cold as pos­ 
sible. 
In the winter, do not allow cream 
to Ireexe. Freezing makes it sec­ 
ond grade. 
Every producer of cream should 
exercise th© best care so that his 
cream will be pure and wholesome. 
Cream Buyers Must Grade Cream. 
. Ail creameries are notified not 
to accept cream from cream sta­ 
tions unless it is correctly graded. 
Every cream producer should In­ 
sist 
that 
his cream 
is properly 
graded. 
First grade cream is clean and 
palatable to the tast, has no bad 
odor, is free from curd and lumps 
and which is sweet or only slight­ 
ly sour.

Oklahoma Leads in Egg Marketing 
Oklahoma led all states of the 
union in shipping eggs to the Chi­ 
cago market during the year, 1922, 
according to figures recently 
re­ 
leased by the bureau of markets 
and crop estimates. 
These figures show' that Oklaho­ 
ma producers marketed at Chicago 
last year 1,103,382 cases of eggs. 
Missouri, reputed to be a leading 
producer of poultry products, was 
Oklahoma’s . nearest 
competitor, 
with 1,045,189 cases; Iowa, herald­ 
ed as probably the leading agricul­ 
tural slate in the nation, was third 
with 843,515 cases, 
and 
Kansas 
fourth with 532,362 cases. Illinois, 
whose hams market would be Chi. 
cag* sold only 310,494 cases there 
during the year. 
The 1,103,382 cases which Okla­ 
homans sold on the Chicago mar­ 
ket alone, at an average price of 
30 cents a dozen, would mean a

aud a fair sized force is also em­ 
ployed there. 
Manager C. V. Gowlng 
states 
that the glass business is growing 
steadily better and that the fac­ 
tory now has more^ orders booked 
than at any time for the past two 
years. He considers the outlook for 
further improvement very promis­ 
ing. At prsent the factory is op­ 
erating at more than half capacity 
and is running all the time. When 
the slump of 1920 struck the coun­ 
try, the glass business everywhere 
suffered severely, but it has gradu­ 
ally picked up as business condi­ 
tions improved. 


That Ada is not likely to suffer 
from a shortage of water this sum­ 
mer is the reassuring news given 
out this morning by * Waiter 
S. 
Smith, 
commissioner 
of 
public 
works and property.’ Mr. Smith has 
devised a means of increasing the 
w'ater supply from the springs by 
approximately 25 per -cent. 
A connection between 
the 
line 
from the springs and the line from 
the concrete reservoir southeast of 
the city was made and an engine 
put to work there. This has in­ 
creased the water flow to such an 
extent, that with the city lake fill* 
ing and thus affording an auxiliary 
supply for some of the industries 
the supply ought to carry the city 
through the summer in fair shape, 
the commission believes. 
The pump at the reservoir per­ 
forms the double function of draw­ 
ing more water through the line 
and at the same time decreasing 
the pressure on the line which at 
places is weak.. It lifts the water 
from 
the * reservoir 
through 
the 
fourteen-inch line from the reserv­ 
oir to the city tanks. 
Another Improvement Possible 
A by-pass is to be put in at the 
pumps 'at the spring, and when 
this is done it is believed that more 
water still can be obtained. The 
whole idea was worked out by Mr. 
Smith in his efforts to give the city 
plenty of water with the present fa­ 
cilities, if such could be done. He 
believes his idea is entirely feasi­ 
ble and that the problem is solved 
for the time being. 
“But 
the arrangement 
is only 
temporary,” 
Mr. 
Smith explained. 
“The additional water obtained thus 
will just about take care of the 
growth of the city for one year. We 
face the necessity of putting in a 
large flow line, sooner or 
later, 
aud I believe that a year from now 
we shall be in need of that equip­ 
ment. 
“At 
this time, however, I am 
feeling pretty good over the ar­ 
rangement. I think the citizens can 
forget the water supply until the 
bridge has been built across the 
Canadian river near Byng.”

Mr. Stone came to 
Ada a month ago and spent some 
time going over the location, gas 
rates, shipping facilities and such 
matters. He went back and recom­ 
mended to his directors that Ada 
was the logical place to move the 
factory. Their favorable action is 
shown in the telegram. 
This factory which will manu­ 
facture 
table 
and packing glass­ 
ware has been in operation for a 
number of years using the name 
Athens Glass Company It ran with­ 
out a break from 1913 to 1921. 
The investment here will be around 
a half million dollars and the plant 
will be expanded rapidly, according 
to the present plans. 
It is the intention of the direc­ 
tors, according to 
Mr. Stone, to 
bring from 125 to 150 
families 
when the factory is moved. 
The 
company will construct fifty resi­ 
dences, 
and 
probably that many 
more will be erected by the work­ 
ers 
themselves. Conservative esti­ 
mates 
say 
the factory ought to 
mean an addition of from 750 to 
.GOO people to the population of 
the city.

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Setting Tomato 
Plant* 
(By D. C. Mooring, 
Extension 
Hortlculaurist, A and M. College.) 
It is not unusual in certain por­ 
tions of this state, more especially 
in the central! aret western parts, 
that tomato plants will grow vigor 
odsly but fail to set on abundant 
supply of fruit* Tike exact cause of 
this is not known, though we know 
that it is the sesult of unfavorable 
weather conditions on some part of 
the blossoms. This difficulty may 
be overcome to a certain extent by 
the following practices: 
First, secure strong, stocky cold 
frame plants to set out In the open 
ground when danger of frost is past 
Second, set the plants in a rich 
soil. This soil will affect the vigor 
of the plants and from 
experience 
and observation in different por­ 
tions of the state, *1 have been led 
to conclude that 
tomatoes 
will 
stand a richer soil than ordinarily 
supposed. A Colorado grower sub­ 
stantiated this opinion in a con­ 
versation a few years ago. 
Third, where practical, set 
the 
plants so they will be at least serai- 
protected 
from 
the 
southwest 
winds. This protection may be sup­ 
plied either by buildings, 
hills 
or 
trees. Naturally the plants 
should 
not be set right up 
against 
the 
trees or buildings, but in such a 
way that the barriers will break 
the hot winds. A few years ago 
the writer had occasion from the 
same source at the same time, but 
in one instance the plants were set 
in an unprotected position, when" 
In the other they were set so as 
ta be protected from the winos by 
buildings. The 
protected 
plants 
were full of fruit and the unpro­ 
tected one* void of fruit. 
Do not hesitate to 
set 
plants 
de*:ply as they will be better able 
to withstand the dry weather.

Gruesome Story of Beatings 
Inflicted on Tabert 
Told Again. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., April 23.—

Tabert was whipped on the Fri­ 
day night preceding his death with 
ag many as 117 lashes 
by

count. 
T. W. Higginbotham, boss, first 
with hi* foot on Tabert’s net*, 
gave him seventy-five to eight-five 
lashes,1" then whipped him a second 
time and wourd up by beating him 
over the head with the butt end of 
the whip, breaking his nose and 
gashing his chin, left temple and 
scalp. 
Higginbotham at the time was 
dru::,l|. having -brought whisky into 
camp that afternoon from the woods 
and hfid been drinking it. 
Tafcert was not able to leave his 
bunk 
from 
that 
night until he 
Mied, except 
when carried to 
the 
kitchen Sunday morning for break­ 
fast. 
Boy Rendered Speechless. 
Tabert was unable to speak or 
to take food, except water and a 
little coffee Sunday morning from 
the time of the whipping until 
his death. 
Tobert’s back 
was 
a mass 
of 
bruises and 
open sores froq$ th© 
lash, extending from the neck to 
the knees, and when bathed by 
fellow 
convicts it was necessary 
to pull the clothing and bed sheet 
from the body, 
where 
they 
had 
stuck and were held by clotted 
blood from his wounds. 
Dr. T. Capers Jones, camp physi­ 
cian, did not appear at the camp 
to treat Tabert after he was whip­ 
ped. He had no nurse other than 
the camp cook, who had to prepare 
meals for more than IOO men. 
Shroud Is Donated. 
Tabert'8 body was prepared for 
buriti by other convicts by order 
of Higginbotham, in a shirt pro­ 
vided by Higginbotham, (a collar 
from a guard and a pair of socks 
and coat and trousers left in camp 
by a negro convict 
from 
Kansas, 
who had escaped. 
Tabert's body was laid out in. a 
stained wooden coffin lined with 
bleaching and was carried across 
the river and buried in a grave in 
the wood* by four negro convicts. 
The coffin was ordered by a captain 
qf the convict guards. 
There were no white men, no wo­ 
men and no preacher at the burial 
the four negroes being the only ones 
present.

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IS PROSPERITY PERMANENT? 


The recent trend of prices upward is causing many of the 
financial writers much worry. They see in this tendency a 
repitition of the inflation period following soon after singing 
of the armistice, and fear that sooner or later a deflation 
period simitar to that of 1920 and 1921 will follow. 
There are many phases which 
parallel 
those 
of the 
earlier period, but there are also many phases that are ex­ 
actly opposite. There can be no doubt that some of the manu­ 
facturers of the East and North are pyramiding their prices 
entirely out of proportion of justification or reason. If such a 
course is continued, only one result can follow and that is 
another buyers’ strike and then financial wrecks like those 
which accompanied the deflation period of a few years ago. 
We believe most of these are wise enough to let fair prices 
remain and avoid the inevitable catastrophe of false valua­ 
tions. 
But the speculation of the other period thug far is not in 
evidence. Retailers are not stocking up for a probable demand 
like they did before, but are contenting themselves with sup- 
* plying the demands of the trade. The manufacturers are sup­ 
plying the demand rather than creating a large quantity of 
goods with the expectation of selling at a continually rising 
price. 
There is always a limit above which the public will not 
go. This is as true now as it has ever been. At the same time 
there is a strong demand for more houses, more roads, more 
automobiles, and a hundred and one other items and this de­ 
mand is so strong that it will permit good profits on the part 
of the makers. 
Of course there is danger ahead if the speculation fever 
becames prevalent like it was in 1919, but we believe this will 
not occur again, as banks will be more cautious, ll ithout this, 
we cannot see anything ahead but a long period of prosperity 
for the country. And for th^s particular section, a good cotton 
crop would make business hum as it has never hummed be­ 
fore. As it is now, the industries are going strong and Ada is in 
a much better position than most cities of the Southwest.

MEMORIES OF THE PAST. 
' 
This vteek of April has brought us the anniversaries of the 
fall bf Fort Sumpter, the surrender of Appomattox and the 
Assassination of President Lincoln. It is almost startling to 
note the juxtaposition on the calendar of these three outstand­ 
ing events bf the tragic struggle between the states. 
Sixty-two years ago Thursday morning the 
cannon of 
Sumpter began the roar that swept two republics into the 
maelstrom and deluged the continent with blood. There in the 
waters of Charleston harbor was brought to an arbitrament 
the questions that had driven the nation from he days of the 
revolution. Whether the interests of the nation or of its const! 
tuent states should be paramount when those interests came 
into conflict could not be settled in the forum. At Fort Sumpter 
the issue of a century was appealed to the judgment of the 
sword. 
Monday was the fifty-eighth anniversary of the surren­ 
der of Appamattox. Here beside that historic stream of old 
Virginia the Greatest of American generals at last laid down 
his sword. The ante bellum issue was adjusted at last. From 
the welter of war and secession came the integrity of the 
Union; henceforth the United States was to be a single nation 
and not a loosely confederated congeries of states. It cost the 
lives of 400,000 Americans to weld the republic into its present 
united and puissant form. 
Immediately behind the tidings of peace at Appomattox 
came the story of the murder of Lincoln. It will be |pcty-two 
years on Saturday morning since the* great emancipator wen 
down into the valley of the shadow.

Governor Walton’s statement that he feels his responsibil­ 
ity to the people of the state to maintain the various schools 
at the highest possible standard is reassuring to all who have 
the interests af these institutions at "Heart. 
On the advent of statehood a contest at once arose in re­ 
gard to the control of the schools, politicians seeking to use 
them as part of their machines and to make them prizes with 
which to reward party workers, regardless of their qualifica­ 
tions. For years this held the schools back, for where politics 
rules the schools, they lose in efficiency and with a few years 
of kicking around they became a joke. 
As a result of this 
spoils system changes in the faculties of the various schools 
have been numerous, especially at the beginning, ability and 
^efficiency counting little in the scale against political ex­ 
pediency. A man’s qualifications were given little attention; 
it was how valuable he was in the.previous election or what 
he might do next time that counted. 
The News has from the first contended that the schools 
must be divorced from politics if they are to accomplish their 
mission. Efficiency and ability in the school room must be the 
criterion instead of cleverness in manipulating political tricks. 
In Texas a teacher in a state school is safe as long as he ren­ 
ders good service. Ferguson was the only governor who ever 
attempted to play the game as it has been played in Oklahoma 
in times past and he did not last long.

Governor Walton can do a service that will merit the 
gratitude of this and succeeding generations if he will put an 
end to political control of state schools and put every teacher 
strictly on a basis of ability. The state is paying out millions 
annually for the support of its institutions and much of this 
will continue to be wasted if the politicians are to be permit- 
ed to use the schools as part of the spoils system. 
Things have been better during the past few years and 
there has been a tendency to get away from the political sys­ 
tem of control. The schools have grown rapidly as a result and 
by putting able men at the head and giving them free rein the 
results have been truly gratifying.
